A Curious Code Whicli Is Keoo«n'«d In All 


Civilized Countries. 


The most curious contradictions ex- 


ist between some of the names and tho 
facts of our social morality, and w« 
may pretty safely assert that the com- 
mon phrase "debts of honor" is one ol 
the most striking instances of these 
anomalies 
It is odd that those pecu- 


liar debts should alone have the mo- 
nopoly of the word honor. The trades- 
man who has supplied his cuatomei'ii 
\\ ith a quid pro quo has a right to have 
his account discharged. 
It may b« 


f.iirlj said that the tradesman who 
gives credit with his eyes open 1ms hit 
legal remedy, and can issue a summons, 
whereas gambling debts are illegal. 
This is certainly the law, hut its prac- 
tical working is sometimes curious. 
Debts of honor are paid at once, for ,< 
gentleman dreads losing caste, but tht 
tradesman only sots his legal remedy 
m force when he rinds out thnt tho 
credit of hi 9 debtor is almost gone. 
He is also hampered with the knowl- 
edge that any supposed undue pressure 
will do him more harm than good and 
chive away miny profitable customois 


We could multiply examples of the 


cuuous working of a curious code; but 
wo will now tiy to suggest a remedy. 
The law, backed by public opinion, 
might, we think, insist that any one 
receiving a gambling debt before the 
legal ones wei e paid should be obliged 
to lefund tho money to its iightful 
owners—i 
e, the legal 
creditors*. 


This, of couise, would entail many 
difficulties about proofs, limits of time, 
tmstees, etc , which it is not in our 
province to enter into; but we believe, 
if tliis were found possible to do, th.it 
the two kinds of debts might possibly 
slmro the name of debts of honor. Thau 
collaterally it might have a beneficial 
eftectm reducmggambling to its propet 
limita—namoly, the limits of surplus 
cash.

not so veiy long ago that dueling was 
thought the quintessence of honoi, and 


now, 
,at all events in England, till? 


vent to the feelings has entirely died 
away. Its dj ing may or may not have 
been an unmixed good. Certainly it 
wns much helped to its end by the 
ridicule attached to the famous his- 
torical duel where the cock pheasant 
routed the whole party; but, although 
we can hardly hope that an incident 
eqv.ally ludicrous can occur to give n 
death-blow to the abuse of debts of 
honor, j et such nn event is not incon- 
ceivable.—London Saturday Review.

WESTBBOOK TO HANG. 


Verdict of Guilty in the Blue 


Hound Murder Owe. - 


The Penalty Occasions General Surprise- 


As stated in last evening's issue the 


arguments in the case of W. E. West- 
brook, on trial for the murder of William 
Gross at Blue Mound last July, com- 
menced at 11 a. m., the case being opened 
by State's Attorney Vail, who spoke at 
considerable length. He was followed by 
I. D. Walker and I. B. Mills for the de- 
fense, the former speaking nearly two 
houre, and tha latter two hours and a 
half. This forenoon L A. Buckingham 
made the closing speech for the prosecu- 
tion, and later Judge Smith jgave his in- 
structions to the jury. 


The prosecution base their hope for a 


verdict of guilty mainly on the dying 
declaration of Gross, that Westbrook 
stabbed him in the side with- the kmfe. 
Both Vail and Buckingham made the 
most of the alleged threats that West- 
brook had made. Mr. Walker and Mr. 
Mills dwelt upon the accidental theory, 
and the absence of any proof that there 
was any motive on the part of Westbrook 
to stab Gross. They also charged the 
jury that the People had failed to prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt that West- 
brook had stabbed Gross, in fact that 
they had no proof at all on that point 
except what Gross had said in his state- 
ment. The defense endeavored to show 
by the evidence that Dr. Harvey had 
made contradictory statements in refer- 
ence to what Gross was alleged to have 
stated to the physician after the ante- 
mortem statement had been reduced to 
writing. 


VEItDICT OP GUILTY. 


The jurytook the case soon after 12 


o'clock and at 1 o'clock they notified the 
bailiffs that they were ready to report to 
the court. At 1:30 p. m. they flled into 
the court room, and submitted their ver- 
dict as follows: 


"We, the jury, find the defendant 


guilty of murder, as charged in the in- 
dictment, and fix the penalty at death. 


Westbrook didn't move a muscle as the 


court read the verdict, keeping hia nerve 
all the time he was in the court room. 


The defendant's counsel 
entered a 


motion for a new trial. It will bo heard 
by Judge Smith this afternoon. 


The verdict occasions general surprise. 


Even the prosecution expected but a 
light sentence, not more than 10 or 15 
years imprisonment.

880,000 Fire at Springfield. 


The extensive printing establishment 


of H. W. Eokker at Springfield, locatsd 
on Fifth street, caught fire at 6 o'clock 
this morning and with the contents was 
entirely consumed. The loss is placed at 
870,000 to $80,000. The insurance is 
$30,000. No one knows how the fire 
started, though it is believed it was 
caused by the heater. The firemen had 
difficult work in saving adjacent property, 
Mr. Bx>kker had in his employ about 100 
men and women, all of whom are thrown 
out of work in midwinter by the calamity. 


Suicide of Ed. Skiver. 


Edward Skiver, a young man 25 years 


of age, son-in-law of George Burke, the 
barber, took poison last night and died 
this morning at two o'clock at the Burke 
residence on East Wood street. He had 
purchased the poison at a drug store, but 
his condition was not discovered until 
about 9 o'clock, when he fell upon the 
floor. Dr. Maeyers, county physician, 
was called to the house. Skiver revived 
a little, when he stated that he had 
bought and taken the poison. Until re- 
cently Skiver and his wife lived in a 
small frame house near the Burke place, 
owned by J. H. Myers. Ed. couldn't pay 
the rent and he had to move out. The 
couple were temporarily occupying a 
room at the Burke place. It is supposed 
that Ed. became despondent and con- 
cluded to rid himself of poverty by seek- 
ing an early grave. He succeeded. The 
inquest will be held by Coroner Perl this 
afternoon. It is believed the suicide took 
arsenic. He called it "ratsbane." 


The Toomey Case. 


The bottom 
dropped out of the 


Toomey case with a dull, sickening thud 
yesterday afternoon, The court ruled 
that as the board of supervisors had ap- 
propriated the money, amounting to 
82,133 to Toompy, and as the matter was 
on record the prosecution could not go 
behind the returns, and practically in-- 
etruotpd the jury to bring in a verdict ot 
not guilty. This was done and the crash 
of the fall was heard al'ar off. This result 
is not unexpected, and .it is more than 
probable that certain members of the 
board will feel like hiring a drove of 
mules to do the locking act.—Lmcoln 
Journal.

WATER FOR STOCK. 


Advantage* Dertveu From Warming It 


During tli« Whiter Seaton. 


The eubjec't of warming water for 


stock during the cold weather is just 
now occupying the attention of fann- 
ers. The experiments made are inter- 
esting, and the results are almost uni- 
versally reported in favor of the use of 
warm water. A correspondent sums 
up the evidence ou the subject thus: 


"Stock kept in warm stablea require 


warmer wator than if they are kept in 
cold stables, so that this subject is 
doubling in importance. A cow kopt 
in-a warm stable, and turned out to 
drink ice-cold water, 32 degrees being 
a temperature of over 60 degrees lower 
than that of the system, makes a great 
contrast, which must givis discomfort 
to the an imal and loss to its owner. 
The profit* of farming are so small that 
it becomes necessary that all leaks 
should be looked after. RVOII the small 
ones, and especially the largnr ones, 
like the one under discussion. 


in the rending of five agricultural 


papers, and in conversing with many 
farmers, I find all are unanimous in 
the opinion that our stock should be 
provided with tepid or warm wator, but 
the degree of temperature to which it 
should be raised becomes a question 
upon which writers do not agree, 
though none seem to know, or are pos- 
itive, varying in their opinions from 
60 to 113 degrees. An average opinion 
seems to be from 60 to 80 degrees. 
It 


is also agreed by all that in warming 
tho water a saving is made in the feed 
if nothing more. Nearly all believe 
that there is a saving in flesh, milk, and 
tho manure-pile, in addition, to the 
feed. 


I have scon but one estimate of the 


value of feed sav»d daily per cow, am] 
that was eight cents, 
which would 


amount to several millions of dollars in 
every State yearly, a sura worth saving 
and this sun, be it remembered, is net 
gain, after the expense of warming tin 
water is taken out. One writer says 
ho drew all tho water that forty cows 
drank for ono winter one milo from n 
spring, rather .than have them drink 
from a rivur near by and ho thought il 
paid him well. 


Tho result of an experiment at an agrl 


cultural school in France showed an 
increase in milk of one-third the wator 
l)C'ing warmed to 118 degrees.

parties claim an Increase of from 20 tr 
30 por cent. At 
the Agricultural 


College in Kansas an experiment re- 
sultud in tho increase of milk 8.} pei 
cent, the water being warmed to 65 
degrees.

age of 110 pounds of cold water each 
day per cow, and the oilier set, an aver- 
age o( 120 pounds of warm water pel 
cow each day."

A few yeiir.-i ago a Mr. Dancel com 


nuinicated to tho French Academy ol 
Sciences an experiment to show the in- 
crease ol milk by tho increase of watei 
consumed. Ho found when the sam 
kind and amount of food -was liberally 
moistened it produced more food than 
when fed dry, and the milk was ad- 
judged to bo of as good quality. Again, 
Mr. IMneal asserts that the yield o1 
milk from cows is in direct proportion 
to the quantity of water taken. He nl 
so says that cows which habitualh 
drink lens than twenty-seven quarts c: 
water per day are necessarily pool 
cows. Such cows will give from fivi. 
to seven quarts of milk daily, whil 
cows that drink lifty quarts prove to be 
excellent milkers. 
This experimon 


w:is tried in tho summer. 


This subject is fraught with much 


importance l<> farmers, and it shouk 
receive due consideration. Hera is an 
open field for some inventive genius to 
devise some apparatus for the warming 
of water for stock which shall com bin 
four qualities, cheapness, durability, 
practicability and 8iit'et-y. 
There arc a 


few devices for thla purpose already be 
foru the public which no doubt have 
merits.—American Cultivator. 


Salting Butter with Brine. 


Ono of the chiel requirements of brine 


(or saturated solution) salting of but- 
tor is, that the salting shall be done 
whnn tlw globules are usdistantas pos- 
sible from each other, and as hard a* 
lifty live degrees Fahrenheit will make 
them. 
It is easy to see that the more 


loose the butter grains are, the more 
brine they will hold in thu interstices 
and 
the more perfectly eaeli 
littli 


globule will bo coated with its film 
of brine. The more tho globules in 
merged into lumps, the loss nf 
saturation they-will take up, as . 
center of these lumps will be shut uwa 
from tho penetration of the brine. 
I 


is wholly impossible to perfectly brin 
salt butter after it is worked ovei 
Washing and salting butter are thing 
tr> bo done at the churn and at tho i.iii 
of churning; then tho dissolved si.l 
penetrates every part, of the butter 
mass, and evenly flavors it.—Farm an 
Home.
